Applicant argues that Lea does not teach: 

- an output unit "being a device for writing to a mobile, digital data medium" as to claim 1 ; and 

- an output unit "BEING ONE OF a modem and another telecommunication connection" as to claim 8. 
In response to the arguments, 

Regarding claim 1, 

Lea teaches in column 11 lines 64-67 that the Set-top-box (the one device) can also include a data storage device 604 "disk 
subsystem" such as a disk drive, a magnetic or optical disk for storing information. It is clear that the disk subsystem of Lea is 
considered to be a mobile, digital data medium as claimed. 

Regarding claim 8, 

Lea teaches in column 12 lines 1-3 that the Set-top-box (the one device) also include a bus interface unit 608 for interfacing with 
external bus 30 (see FIG. 6). It should be noted that the bus interface unit 608 is considered as a "telecommunication connection" with 
other equipments in a home network since "telecommunication" is defined as "electronic systems used in transmitting messages, as by 
telegraph, cable, telephone, radio, or television" by The American Heritage® Dictionary of the English Language, Fourth Edition. 
Therefore, Lea teaches the output unit at least being a telecommunication connection as claimed.
